United States Coal Commission made in its final report to the 
President. It ,proposes federal regulation' of the industry 
through a system of licensing all the shippers, dealers and buy- 
ers engaged in interstate commerce, and supervision of mining 
through federal and state co-operation, with arbitration of la- 
bor controversies and distribution of coal under federal auth- 
ority in emergencies. 


There is likely to be a steadily increasing measure of state 


and federal supervision over this industry, because it is so es- 
sential to all the. other industnesj But that will take time, de- 
veloping as the need becomes apparent to evrybody. For the 
present and immediate future, the hard and soft coal indus- 
tries see mlikely to muddle along very much as usual, over- 
manned, undeveloped and unorganized, with owners quarrel- 
ing among themselves and operators and miners working at 
cross-purposes and production remaining seasonal when it 
should be steady throughout the year.

DENBY IN CLASH 


WITH COMPTROLLER 
' t 


"Washington, Oct. 1.—Another clash 


has occurred between Secretary Denby 
and Comptroller-General McCarl. The 
latter insisted upon having facts as to 
the eligibility of Ensign Eddy and or- 
dered his salary and allowance held 
up. 


The supply officer of the navy ap- 


pealed to Secretary Denby, and 
lha 


latter, in a sharp letter, ordered the en- 
sign's check to be paid. 
Secretary 


Denbysaid that there was no authority 
in law which permitted the comptrol- 
ler's office to pass upon the eligtbilty of 
the navy's personnel. This is the sec- 
ond clash between these officials. 


In his letter to the navy supply offi- 


cer. Secretary Denby said: 


"The department has received a let- 


ter from the comptroller-general to tho 
effect that the genera! accounting of- 
fice has before it the case of Myron F. 
Eddy, which involves his eligibility for 
appointment as an ensign in the recru- 
lar navy. For ;isc in deciding this 
question, the comptroller requests evi- 
dence in support: fo statement prev- 
iously furnished his office -concerning 
Ensign Eddy's record of service. 


"In reply 
the 
comptroller-general 


has been advised that the eligibility of 
Mr. Eddy for appointment as ensign 
in the regular navy is not a question 
under the jurisdiction of the peneral 
accounting office, and, in 
effect, that 


any decision that'he might render on 
such question could be extra-official 
and without legal effect. - 


"Specifically, the department decides 


that the supply officer be required to 
pay Ensign Eddy from the day of-his 
commission the full pay, allowances 
and emoluments which may be due 
him, 
as provided by law for an ensign 


in the navy of his length

action of the gtvieral accounting office 
based on his alleged ineligibility
